2 to 3 inches across.

We are more than pleased to offer the following list of new hardy English Chrysanthemums which were imported from England where they were 
originated. They are considered very hardy in all sections of the United States. Plants are a luxurious dark green, bearing large sprays of 
flowers. If you will disbud to five or six buds you will be more than pleased with the lovely flowers and although they are tall they do not 
require as much staking as the other tall varieties because they have a heavier stem. Most varieties bloom the first week in October and have 
flowers 4'' to 6" across, and are equal in beauty to most greenhouse varieties. We are listing them in color groups, not describing any unless 
they are different or unusual or a shade different than the color class.
